qp* REVIVALOF AN OLDJACKSON 
QUARREL PROBABLE. 


Wien Which Lookstothe Distribution of the Pab- 
lic Money Amorg the Banks, Instead of Being 
Locked up in the Sub-Treasuries—Some 
Viclent Opposition Expressed. 


Wasninoror, June 11.—Among a number of 
Suggestions made to the secretary of tre treas- 
ury, designed to previ nt any repetition of the 
recent defalcation at tho New Orleans sub- 
ireasury, is one which pr. »osed to reduce the 
amount of government mou y at that point to 
from about $18,000,000 to $5 000,000, and to 
distribute it among the various national and 
state banks of New Orleans, as deposits, upon 
their giving appropriate security in govern- 
ment bonds, to be deposited in the United 
Atates treasury at Washington. This pian, as 
pubmitted to the secretary, refers 
only to New Orleans, although 
evidently the purpose of its originators seems 
to contemplate its extension to the other sub- 
treasuries if it should be adopted, and prove 
satisfactory at New Orleans. No action has as 
yet been taken on this proposition, or upon 
any of the other suggestions above referred to, 
but they are all under consideration. Treas- 
Jordon is said to bave suggested the 
above described plan, and to be strongly 
urging it. One evening paper says arrange- 
ments have already progressed far toward 
cerryiug it into effect. 

The Evening Star publishes a number of 
interviews upon the subject, which indicate a 
division of opinion among democrats. Some 
of them were not willing to be quoted at pres- 
ent, but expressed the opinion that the plan 
is in Girect violation of the well established 
principles, and involves substantially the 
principle maintained by President Jackson 
against the banks. The others were open in 
expressions upon either side of the question. 
Delegate McGinnis, of Montana, and Repre- 
pentative W ilkins,of Ohio,thought thescheme 

ood and feasible. Governor Plaisted, of 

faine, thought it would work 
mischief with the banks by encouraging 
Bpeculative banking. Frank Hurd said he 
was under the impression that the democratic 
party had always taken grounds in direct an- 
fegonism to such a plan. Representative 
George D. Wise, of Virginia, said he was not 
prepared to accept such a plan. It was too 
great a revolution of all the old democratic 
ideas and doctrines. It was a thing that the 

arty had always opposed. It was for the 

enefit of the banks and _ looked 
like a bank monopoly. It seemed 
to lock ~ to the perpetuation 
of the national debt, for the security of the 
Bystem depended upon the debt only. If the 
debt wore paid off it lessened the amount in 
bonds that could be held as security by the 
government. All this was, of course, in direct 
antegonism to democratic principles. The 
gentiment of the people, he thought, would be 
sgaiust it, as it would have the appearance of 
a bank monopoly, supported by the govern- 
ment at the people’s expense.

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Be Thinks Mr, Oleveland’s Appointments

Cuicaco, June 11.—Senator Dawes, of Mass- 
achusetts, arrived here from the Indian 
ritory, ggse me by Senator Ingalls, 
Kaneas ; faxey, of Texas;

AlJabama. Heeaid the probable solution of 
the Oklahoma trouble rested with the Indian 
commission to be named by the president, 
which would have the authority to treat with 
ihe Indians and could acquire the title of the 
Oklahoma as well as the Cherokee strip.

A HBADLESS CORPSE. 


Found Packed in a Floatiug Barre)l---A 
Mystery That Baities the Police, 

LovisviLtLE, Ky., June 11.—Three boys 
swimming in Beargrass creek discovered a 
barrel containing the headless corpse of a 
man. The head had been cutfrom the body 
with a jegged instrument ofsome sort, and the 
erms and legs were also chopped offand pack- 
ed inthe bsrrel along with the body, but the 
heed wes nowhere to be found. There 
was every evidence of a foul murder, and the 
police are actively at work upon the case. 
Tbus far nothing has been unearthed that will 
leed either to the identity of the corpse or fur- 
nish a clue to the murderer. The crime, from 
all indications, must have been committed 
within twenty-four hours prior to the discov. 
ery of the body. The barrel bore no marks 
and bad evidently been carefully selected by 
the murderer for this purpose. 

The body was apparently that of a man of 
the middle age, with small and soft hands and 
emall feet. 


ESHOT HIS DAUGHTER'S LOVER. 


A Yourg Man Fataily Wounded While 
Waiking With Bis Sweetheart, 

New York, June 11.--The report of a pistol

GIANT POW DER EXPLODES, 


A Teriible Shoch Oaused by Five Hundred 
Cases of Giant Powder. 
ZacaTacaS, Mex., June 11.—Twelve miles 
from Zacatecas is situated the celebrated Santa 
Feburcio de Laveta Grande mine, a mine that 
bas produced ever since the Spanish conquest, 
yielding untold millions of silver during that 
time. Within the past few years it has been 
newly developed and fitted throughout with 
the most costly modern machinery. The work 
of recovering and reopening all portions has 
been in progress some time. This morning 
about six o'clock an explosion occurred at the

Five hundred cases of giant powder had gone 
off by some means unknown. It is doubtful 
whether an investivation will ever reveal the 
cause of the explosion. Ten persons were 
killed and as many were wounded. The mine 
and everything near it are a complete wreck.

[UDGE PORAKER'S LIFE. 

Jobn B. Foraker isa young man, a native of 
highland county, Ohio, born July 5, 1846, and 39 
yeers old, Hisearly home and birthplace was 
uear Rainsboro, but his boyhood days were passed 
on & farm four miles above. He grew up aslieh- 
der, puShing and persevering lad,known to alithe 
country roundabout as Ben. Foraker. Hegot the 
usnal education that farmer boys receive, and was 
fired with the spirit of patriotism when the War 
broke out. Hewas oniy fifteen, and he enlisted 
esa private in the §9th O. V. I. 

He served in the field, with the third division 
of the fonrteenth army corps, army of the Cum- 
berland, until the close of the rebellion. He was 
appointed sergeant August 26,1562. On May 12. 
lso2, he was commissioned second lieutenant, and 
first lientenant March 4, 1864. By general order 
No. 97, of the war department, he was brevetted 
captain “for eflicientservices during the recent 
campaignsfin Georgia and South Caroijina, to 
Gate from March 19, 1863.’" When he was muster- 
ed out with his regiment at Camp Dennison, June 
13, 1865. he was serving as aide-de-camp on the 
staff of General Slocum. He participated in the 
following battles: Hoover’s Gap, Lookout moun- 
tain, Mission Ridge, Buzzard’s Roost, Ringgold, 
Resaca, Kennesaw mountain, Peachtree 
Cree k, Futaw Creek. Atlanta, Jonesboro, Everys- 
boro and Bentonville. In fact, Captain Foraker 
passed through all the service of the army of the 
Cumberland, excepting the battle of Chickamau- 
ga, during which engagement he was on detached 
service, and with Gevera! Slocum he participated 
in Sherman’s march to the sea. 

He came back homea captain, although but a 
boy in years. He had saved some money, aad at 
opee sought a better education. He attended 
Ealem academy in Ross county, but in 1866 entered 
the Chio Wesleyan university at Delaware. He 
was Cesirous of duating in some eastern college, 
and joined the first class at Cornell, craguatiog 
there in 1869. He had previously studied law an 
was edmitied in Cincinnati shortly after his schoo! 
expenence ended, :' 

He was not lorg in making himself known at 
the Cincinnati bar as a young lawyer of ability. 
Fe married Julia Bundy, of Jackson county, Ohio. 
He was nominated for common pleas judge in 
1875, butenffered defeat. He was, in 1879, eiected 
judge of the superior court. 

Be was three years upon the superior bsnch 
when he resigned because of ill heaita. 

In 1838 the ex judee was nominated for gover- 
nor, aud the history of his wonderful campaign is 
toe recent for recital. He made over 1008 hes, 
visiting every county in Ohio, and making the 
grandest personal canvass ever kpown. It was on 
account of this that he wasso popuiar through- 
ent the presidential campaign, and was first in

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THE ENGLISH CRISIS. 


A. WAITING AN INTERVIEW WITH 
THE QUEEN, 


Her M, j¢esty Supposed to Favor a Reorganization of 
the xiberal Cabinet Under Hartington~Tae 
Be, 2ons for Giladstone’s Defeat—Other 
R’ews From Across the Sas. 


Lonpon, 9 une 11,—The queen has made an 
appointment t° confer with Mr. Giadstone on 
the present cria.*8 in the British political affairs 
on next Saturday * gt eBalmoral castle. The 
queen has arrsng ed to return to Windsor 


castle on the 20th in %. 
The Standard says it is understood that the 


queen has requested M,"- Gladstone to trgns- 
mit to her his views in1 ¥ll on the political 
crisis, in order that arr, gements may be 
made to avert an immedia,‘e change in the 
British ministry. It is not e.<pected that the 
queen will accept the resignat ion of the min- 
isters, or that avy final decisiom. will be reached 
concerning the question of a hanging the 
government until her return to Windsor 
castle. The conservatives can a0 nothing, 
the paper argues, until the queen’s Wishes be 
made known, and in the meantime if is doubt- 
ful if the liberal cabinet can hold toge ther, so 
great are the differences at present ea isting 
between its menibers. There exists 
a suspicion, which daily deepens, that 
the Gladstone ministry courted their 

recent defeat forthe purpose. of concealing 

behind its excitement their own dissensions. 

The statements made since thedefeat by some 

of the liberal members who absented them- 

selves from the vote on the fatal division, 

show that the government might have saved 

themselves on that vote if they had cared 

sericusly to do se. 

Neariy every bour brings a fresh rumor 
concerning the ministerial question. The 
latest of these rumors is that the marquis of 
Hartington, secretary of state for war, will be 
asked by the queen to reconstruct the liberal 
ministry, Mr. Gladstone to retire. Nothing 
reliable, however, has transpired to-day up 
to this hour. 

REASONS FOR GLADSTONE 6S DEFRAT. 

German diplomrats allege that one of the 
greatest causes of the resignation of the Glad- 
stone government was the failure of the secret 
miseion of the earl of Roseberry, British lord 
yrivy seal to Berlin. These diplomats now 
assert that .the object of that mission 
was to secure a reconciliation between 
Gladstone and Bismarck. Another cause is 
said to have been the failure of James Cham- 
berlain’s recent secret mission to Paris, which 
at the time it was made, was announced to be 
simply-ior pleasure and recreation. The ofii- 
cials in the kaiser’s foreign serviee declared, 
however, that Chamberlain was sent by Glad- 
stone for the purpose of obtaining from 
Freyciuet an Anglo-French alliance on Egyp- 
tian affairs. This was to be based on unequal 
shares in the control of the country, 
the English control to 
mount, the consideration 
accorded France being an. embassy from King 
John from Abyssinia, the establishment of 
which, in the khedive’s dominions and in 
relations with England, would prove a 
counteractive of the Italian designs. It is 
declered that the failure ot both these missions 
greatly di:couraged Gladstone, who losing 
beart at the discovery of what he believed 
was deep hostility against England entertained 
by her immediate coutinental neighbors, 
suddenly awoke toa keen sense of failure of 
his foreign policy, and concluded to abandon 
political hfe. 

THE CONSERVATIVE POSITION. 

Lord Salisbury, atan informal conference 
with a number of conservative members ofthe 
house of commons, said he would refuse office 
unless essured by the liberal leaders 
thatthe factions of the opposition would 
not hamper the administration. If the 
liberal majority were willing to give fair play 
to tne conservative ministry, office might be 
accepted. Without some understanding be- 
tween the leaders of both sides, it would be 
impossible for the conservatives to undertake 
the government. The possibility of such an 
undertaking is being discussed in political 
clubs. Mr. Gladstone, Lord Hartington and 
other moderates, it is believed, would accede, 
while Chamberlain and Dilke would refuse, 
Chamberlain’s organ, the Birmingham Post, 
to-day describes the radical.policy in the event 
of a tory ministry being formed. They must, 
the Post says, be watched, checked, torbidden 
to legislate, and compelled to explain and 
justify every step, and so bound, limited and 
prevented from using for their own purposes 
the position to which they have no real claim. 
These and similar declarations by other liberal 
papers inteperfy the feeling of the rank and 
file of the conservatives against accepting 
office, as impossible without guarantees 
of some support at the hands of the moderate 
liberals. 

GLADSTONE MAY RRTURN TO OFFICE. 

The latest reports from authentic sources in- 
dicate the eventual returfi of Mr. Gladstone to 
office, at the head of a reconstructed anti- 
coercion cabinet. Mr. Gladstone still wishes 
to abandon poiitical life, and if he changes his 
mind and continues at the head of British 
political affairs, it will be at the earnest solici- 
tation of the queen. A large number of official 
telc crams have passed to day between London 
and Baimoral. 

In rep y to complaints .by the liberal pa- 
pers that the defeat of the ministry last Mon- 
day night was due to the insuilicienhcy of ex- 
ertions tosecure the attendance of liberal 
members, Lord Richard Grosovenor, the 
senior liberal Whip, writes to the Daily News 
that he sent out two urgent sunrmons by mail 
and messengers; that he followed these by 
telegrains; that he did more than was usual, 
and the utmost thatcould have been done, 
end that the result must be attributed to the 
spathy ofthe members rather than to any 
lack of vigor on his part. 

A royai courier arrived in- London this 
afternocn brivging the queen’s reply to Glad- 
stone’s ietter. It is understood that it con- 
tained an imperative summons for Mr. Glad- 
stone’s attendance at Balmoral, and the 
premier left for Scotland by the next train. 
Tbe Court Circular announces that in conse- 
quence of political affairs, the queen will 
proceed to London as soon as possible. 

URGED TO SEXD FOR SALISBURY. 

The queen is in telegraph consultation with 
the prince of Wales and several members of 
the privy council. This is the first time she 
has sought the adviceof the prince on a state 
crisis. it is reported that he advised the 
queen to follow the constitutional practice, 
and to call the marquis of Salisbury to form a 
bnew cabiuet. 

The latest report is to the effect that the 
cueen has summoned Lord Salisbury to Bal- 
more], aud thatthe marquis left London to- 
night for the castle. If a tory cabiaet is 
formed Gladstone’s immediate retirement trom 
public life is certain, and the marquis of 
Hertington will be left to lead the opposition, 
The news that Gladstone intends to make his 
retirement coincident with hia resigaation dis- 
mays the liberals, who relied upon having his 
leed in the electoral campaign. It is not 

robable that Gladstone will go to Balmoral; 
he is preparing to vacate his official residence 
sud will probably go to Hawarden to recu- 
perete during the remainder of the session,

THE IRISH VIEW OF THE CRISIS. 

Thomas Sexton, home rule member of par- 
lisment for Sligo, was interviewed to-day on 
the subject of the ministerial crisis. He was 
of opinion that the conservatives would accept 
power to utilize the oppertunity to show the 
country that they possess more of the govern- 
ing faculty than the liberals do in view of 
the approach of the general elections. Unless, 
he said, they *seize the present chance of 
favorably impressip the electors the 
youngest tories will find their hair 
gray beforethey get into power. He regard- 
ed Lord Randoiph Churchill as the man for 
Irish secretary. Lord Randolph, he said, 
had often showna friendly feeling toward 
ireland, and acapacity to take a tolerably 
fair view of Irish public questions. His sue- 
cess.or failure would depend upon whether, 
like previous Irish secretaries, he would be 
content to to be simply the mouthpiece of the 
Irish officials. 

A correspondeut writes: 

Ihave had aspecially arranged interview with 
Mr. Parneil. The eenter of interest at the moment 
is the Irish party and Mr. Parnell, and there is the 
liveliest desire everywhere to know what their 


action will be toward the conservative govern- 
ment. Ihave just had along conversation with 
Parnellat the irish parliamentary offices. He is 
naturally elated. He saysthe result is a signal 
proof ef the advantage of a 
policy of -boldness and honesty. “We 
should have expelled the miuistry long ago,’’said 
he, ‘except for the secession of twenty members 
who were elected on the same principles as our- 
selyes Itwonld- have been impossible for the 
government to pass the first coercion act and use 
It as it Cid, or to pass the second one, if renegades 
bad not broken the omnT of our party.” Mr. 
Parnell dwelt at lengih with much pride on the 
results eccomplished for Ireland under his lead- 
ership. “By the division.’’ he said triumphantly, 
‘we bave taught a lesson to all future 
cabinets. We have got rid of the present one with 

its successive failures of Forster, Trevalyan and 
Spencer; we have saved the only remaining in-. 
dustry of Ireland— whisky~—from permanent bur- 
dep, and we have put an end to coercion forever.”’ 

With regard to his action during the rest of the 
session, Mr. Parnell assured me that unless the 
tories attempt to carry through a coercion bill, 

which he is confident they will not, his party will 

give them what he calls a fair trial. His attitude 

ill be ‘live and letlive.”’ He said: “We have 
never attacked merely for the sake of attack, and 
willnot now. As regards Irish vationalist candi- 
date in England atthe next elections, it is inten- 
Ged to contest only four seats, one in London, two 
in Liverpool! and one in Glasgow. He is confident 
of winning these. Thecandidates are not decided 
op. All bis energies now will be given to the 
work of registration. 

WHAT MR. WEST SAYS. 

WasuHinotos, June 11.—The Post publishes 
the following interview with Minister West 
regarding the defeat of Mr. Gladstone: 

‘‘T do not think it would be possible for the 
conservatives to take the reins of gov- 
ernment now,’’ said the Hon. Sackville 
West, the British minister, to a reporter 
“You see, with us the party in power 
must have a majority in parliament. At 
present the liberals have the majority, and 
therefore the conservatives in taking control 
would have to rely upon some of their oppon- 
ents to support them in erder to obtetath 
necessary majority.

A GREAT MAN. 


REMINISCENCES OF DR. TOMLIN- 
SON FORT, OF GBORCIA. 


The Cancer of a Notable Physicisn aud Legisiator 
8k .¢ by Dr. H, V. M. Miller and Jadge 
Jd uniue Hiillyer—an O1¢6- Fashioned 
Georgiasc Who Served His People. 


From the Atlanta Medica! and Surgical Journal. 

Our picture gallery is ornamented this mouth 
with the likeness of one of the most distinguished 
and successful physicians who has ever lived in 
the state of Georgia. 

Dr. Tomlineon Fort was of English ancestry. His 
father, Hon, Arthur Fort, came to Georgia when a 
young man, before the revolutionary war, aud was 
an active participant in the stirring scenes 
of that eventful period. As a member 
of the committee of safety; aS a 
soldier in thejfield against British, tories and In- 
dians; as a member of the legislature, he gave to 
the patriots’ causeand to his country the benefit 
of bis clear intellect, his true heart and his strong 
arm, 

He married a Mrs, Whitehead (nee Tomlinson), 
of Burke county, and reared a numerous family of 
children, the fourth of whom, named after his 
mother’s family, Tomlinson, isthe subject of this 


sketch, 

Dr. Fort was born 
coeval with the constitution of the 
United States. After the then usual 
period of apprentisage or private pnupilage, he 
repaired to Phi'adelphia and prepared himself for 
graduation in the University of Pennsylvania, 
under the tuition of Rush, Physic and other con- 
freres, who then illustrated that renowned insti- 
tution. 

keturnivg to Georgia, he settled in Milledge- 
ville, the capital of the state, where hespent his 
entire professional liie. His success came early 
and knew nro diminution. His dignified manners 
ard his absolute integrity inspired confidence 
and respect, anda peculiar magnetism drew to 
him the strong, personal attachment of all with 
whom he came in contact. His 
reputation uot long confined to the 

own or county of his residence, but extended 
widely over tre state, and few, if any, of the phy- 
sicians of the state have ever gained so largea 
ciientege or such honorable distinction. Dr. Fort 
breught to bearin his practice a well balanced 
mind, a jarge stock of common sense, keenness of 
observation and a power of analysis,which enab!ed 
him te judge truly of popular superstitions, reck- 
less assertions of authors, and*to reject, when he 
ceemed them erroneous, the dogmas even of his 
favorite teacher, Dr. Rush. Tothe revolution ia 
the practice of physic which occurred during his 
life, which delivered us from the ravages of mer- 
cury and salivation, from the dangerous, indis- 
crimipate use of the lancet, and from the horrible 
torture of Gays of fever without 
the solace of a single drop. of cold water, Dr. 
Fort coutributed his full share. 

He was vot a voluminous contributor to the 
pericdical, ohne. regen ae literature of the period, 
but latein life be published a volume of some 
sere. hundred pager, which he modestly calieda 
‘Dissertation on the Practice of Medicine.’ Tais 
book he eedicated to the physicians of the s 
Georgia, a8 a grateful acknowledgement 
kicrdness, respect and confidence 
had experienced at the 
every one of them with whom 
hed the honor of becoming acquainted. 
work, he says, “‘is, in its nature, ephemeral.” 
author doesnot claim for it a place among the 
standard works of the day, butsome of the more 
important diseases are treated at considerable 
length and with great ability. It exhibits through- 
out, the care, candor, acumen, originality aud 
courage of conviction of its author. . No physician 
can read it without instruction, or finish its peru- 
sal withoutthe highest respect for bis moral as 
well as professional characteristics. Asa book for 
the guicance of families, where good medical ai- 
vice is not attainabie, it is held in high esteem. ~ 

Dr. Fort’s popularity and influence in thecity 
of his residence were overwhelming. The first 
ceste Of smallpox that ever occurred there was 
under his care. Hegavye toit the conscientious 
atiention he deemed requisite, but the alarm in 
the community wasso great that neither nurse 
nor shelter could be procured, and the doctor 
furnished oneand became the other, The alarm: 
cd citizens, inatown meeting, resolyed to com- 
elf him, by violence, if necessary, to desist from 
his attentions. Hequietly placed a loaded gun 
at his door snd potified them that he would per: 
mit noone tointerruptthe discharge of his pro. 
fessional duties. When the danger was passed, 
the fickle mob again met and passed a resolution 
ofthanks, complimenting him on his courage 
and fidelity. 

Thestuffeser was a son of Gove nor Clarke, whose 
family presented the doctor with a magnificent 
service of silver plate as a token of gratitude. 

Laboriousin his profession, as he was for many 
years, be was not unmindiul of any of the duties 
of citizenship. In the war of 1812, he raised and 
commanded a company, and received in battle a 
wound in the knee, which gaye him great suffer- 
icg during the remainder of his life. 

He represented Baldwin county eight years in 
the halis of legislation, and the state two yearsiu 
the congrers of the United States. 

A sketch of his political character and standing 
kindly furnished by his distinguished and venera- 
ble friend, the Hon. Janius Hillyer, is subjoinae1.

Atthecloseof his term in congress, Dr. Fort 
retired from active political life; the wants ofa 
growing family and the expenses of a profuse and 
generous hospitality demanded the resources of 
his large professional income, and he sacrificed a 
most brilliant public career upon the altar of do- 
mestic and social obligation. 

Dr, Fort in 1824 married Miss Martha Fannin, 
one of the most admired and accomplished belles 
of the elegant socic ty which at that time existed in 
middle Georgia. The Fannin family a ready distin- 
guished in Ireland before their emigration to the 
colonies, has sy setae ig nearly every state 
from Canada to Texas, the men always noted for 
patriotism and persenal yalor, the women for in- 
telligence and personal beauty. The Georgia 
Fannins showed the ancestral traits, and none 
more notably than the fair representative who at 
twenty years old, bound in indissoluble chains 
the grave, sedate, Quaker-like bachelor of thirty- 
seven. As the readers of the Journal are not 
ladies, it is useless to describe the quiet wedding 
or the bridal dress. The characteristic fact, how- 
ever, is noted that the busy doctor forgot 
to order his swallow-tail coat of blue broadcloth, 
with lerge brass buttons, until almost too late to 
don it before the ceremony. The marriage was a 
bappy one. Their home was establishedin Mil- 
Jcdgeville, where they lived until the date of his 
death, 17th May, 1859, 

During all that period he wasatthe summit of 
professional reputation, of social and political in- 
fluence, 

Dr. Fortleft three sonsand several daughters.

SK ETCH OF DR. FORT BY JUDGE JUNIUS BILLYER., 

My knowledge of Dr. Tomlinson Fort commenc- 
edin1828 Isaw him in Milledgeville daring the 
session of the lepisiature in the fallofthat year. In 
person he was tall, straight, syinmetri- 
cal, and a form indicating endurance, health 
anda a sound constitution. He had a sedate but 
cheerful, frienudiy expression that inspired his 
associates with respect and kind feeling toward 
him. And 1 do not believe that his feelings were 
ever wounded by his most bitter political oppo- 
neptsa or by any of his personal associates. Wien 
I first knew him he was in the prime of manhood, 
perhaps between thirty-five and forty years of 
ere. é was an ective, working member of the 
eld Clarke party, and was personaliy kaown by 
every prominent man in the state, for the men of 
both parties sought and valued his acquaint- 
anee. Dr. Fort was not numbered among the 
great orators Of that day. I have often heard him 
tpenk in public. He rarely spoke half an hour, 
and always kept close to the questions under con: 
sideration, and without any flouriehbes of rhetoric 
oreflortat the beautiful, hegave his views iu a 
plain, straightforward, earnest manner, which 
commanded the atteution of his hearers, while 
every thing he ssid was understood clearly, and it 
was ro lebhor to listen to him and fellow his liae 
of thought. Euch a s&s er must necessarily 
command ettention and wield au influence.

Twéeive years we were together on the board of 
trustees of the state university, and every year for 
nearly thirty years I saw him in Milledgeville,and 
often in ther places, 80 cain say 
knew him well.

All can be said in one short line: He stood 
through his long life above reproach. 

Through ali the length and breadth of the state 
Dr. Fort was, in the judgment of all who knew 
him, in the first rank of his profession. Morethan 
one generation must pass away before, in Baldwin 
county, his skill, his patience and his kindness to 
the sick and to the poor will be forgotten. Re-

NATIONAL AID TO EDUCATION, 

The state school commissioner devotes a 
considerable portion of his report to the con- 
sideration of this subject.

One of the organs assures the independents 
that the latchstring is cut, and that there is 
a place for them in the old famuly circle. Et 
must be perfectly clear, however, that the 
incependents bavye not endured abuse and 
suffered contumely for simply the purpose of 
surrencering to the machine at the first op- 
portunity. It must be perfectly clear, also, 
even to the blind Biaine ergans, that the in- 
dependenis are not yet prepared to mount 
the siool of repentance. Indeed, they seem 
to be more than satisfied with the result of 
their efforts so far. Apparently they have 
nothing to regret. With amazing callou;- 
hess they seem to regard the election of Mr. 
Cleveland and the course of his admunistra- 
tion thus far asatriumpbant vindication of 
the princip’es for which they contended. 

The solution of the matter is. that the ma- 
chine republicans cannot possibly understand 
the position or appreciate the motives of the 
independents, and there is no possibility that 
the latter will ever become reconciled to the 
mechine again, Everything is calculated to 
carry them further and further away from 
the republicanism preached by the Blaine 
organs. They have shown by their attitude 
thatthey arethe natural allies ofa clean 
democratic administration, and, in this mat- 
ter they haye demonstrated not only their 
esrnestness but their unselfishness, 

Occasionally we have our fling at some of 
the more finical of the independent papera, 
but it is impossible to doubt their sincerity, 
their honesty or their patriotism, and every 
democrat who locks tothe future growth, 
development and efficiency of the democratic 
administration is all the better when it wins 
the approyal and indorsement of the honest 
eentlemen who have become disgusted with

AT NEW ORLEANS. 

The first case of yellow fever in this coun- 
try this season bas been olflicially reported. 
It occurred at Gretna, a small village on the 
west bank of the Mississippi river, nearly 
oppcesite the exposition buildings. The vic- 
tim was a little girl two and a half years old. 
Her grandfather, with whom she lived, isa 
ecrewman by occupation, and had worked 
one day and a half onthe steamer Andreanu 
tbat had spentten full days at the quaran- 
tine station, after arriving from Colon, Vera 
Cruzand Tampico. The steamer hada gen- 
eral cargo, as well asa considerable number 
of passengers. 

It is not worth while to inquire whether 
the steamer theory is correctornot. Wheth- 
er the germs of the disease were imported or 
whether they sprang from the soil and cli- 
mate does not so much matter. The first case 
has occurred at the very outset of summer, 
and unless the authorities of New Orleans 
display more than their usual summer ener- 
gy, a wide section of the country will be des- 
olated by the scourge, and untold suifering 
and loss ensue, | 

The sanitary cendition of New Orleans is 
the very reverse of good. The latest report 
of Dr. Watkins, sanitary inspector, shows 
that the mortality in May from diarrbeal 
diseases was unusually largé. “During the 
recent hot weather,’’ says Dr. Watkins, ‘‘the 
condition of the streets, street gutters and 
canals has daily become worse. Thestagnant 

s00ls have fermented, and the air become 
jen with emanations disag-veabie to the 
and of nagnestionable inilaence on 

sean! river eter, which should 
sana suler to the 
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pletely removed, the number of carts now in 


the employ of the city being too few to attend 
to this duty ata time when these naturally 
diegusting receptacles should be emptied, 
eerly in the morning. Time and again when 
an order is given to havea householder clean 
aysrd or yanlt, the officers are taunted by 
the remark that of the evils complained of 
the condition of the street gutters and non- 
removal of garbage should be first reported 
and remedied.”’ 

Exposed as New Orleans is to the importa- 
tion of yellow fever, and lying flat and low 
as she does, having none but surface drain- 
see, such neglect asthe reports of her own 

sanitary officers disclose, is a great wrong to- 
wards the restof the country. It is base in- 
gratitude towards those who spent their 
money in New Orleans last season, and it will 
not be without its effect upon those who are 
expected to visit the exposition next winter. 
The citizens of New Orleans should first of 
all improve the sanitary condition of their 
city. It isdisgustingly and alarmingly filthy 
just when the sun’s rays are the hottest and 
the danger of pestile:.ce the most pressing. 
Let us hope the action of the authorities of 
New Orleans in improving its sanitary con- 
dition will be prompt and effective, and that 
no effort will be spared to stamp out the 
dreaded fever.

THE “OAJUNS.” 


The Descendants of the People Celebrated 
in ‘‘Kvangeline,’’ 
From the New Haven Palladium. 

Commissioner Harris, of Louisiana, showed mo 
several pieces of homespun eotton goods which he 
says were made by the “Cajuus.”” Who are they?” 
I asked. The word, he replied, is a corruotion of 
Arcadians, and isapplied tothe descendants of 
that people whose settlement in Louisiana was 
immortalized in Longfellow’s ‘Evangeline.’ 
Then, turning to the map, he 
showed me where the  ‘Cajuus” live, 
and gave an account oftheir homes and their 
sim plicity of life.. In plain words he verified the 
words of Basil, the blacksmith, as to the beauty 
of the country, the fertility of the soil and the 
ease in which they lived. They are almost like 
the “‘lillies of the field”’ in their freedom from 
toil. Ina little patch around their houses they 
cultivate what cotton they need for their wearing 
apparel and such vegetables as they use. 

When the spring rains cease they go out upon 
the prairie and examine the depressions, from 
one to five acresin extent, whichare then ponds 
of water, and if found to be not more than 
eighteen inches deep they prepare to sow their 
rice, First they soak theirseed thoroughly, then 
scatter it broadcast over the pond fromthe backs 
of horses. The weight ot the soaked rice 
causes it to sink, and they have no 
further care for their crop until the harvest time 
comes. Should a drought prevail in spring they 
then scaiter the seed upon the dry ground. To 
prevent the birdsof the air from devouring it, 
the ‘‘Cajun’’ looks out over the prairie where his 
herds are, and riding to the nearest he drives the 
cattle back aud forth over the seed until it has 
been trodden into the soil. 

Then putting up the light fence around his rice 
plantation he goes home satisfied. In July his 
crop is ready for harvesting. For this he uses a 
sickle, tossing the sheaves as they fali into his 
cart. This is a cumbrous afiair of wood, even to 
the wheels and axles, No iron is used in its con- 
struction. The oxen are not yoked, but the tongue 
is made fast to loops fastened to their 
borbs. The sheaves are spread 
out upon the prairie and the grain is 
trampled out by oxen, as it used to be when the 
edict went forth, *‘Thou shalt not muzzle the ox 
that treadeth out the corn,’’ Thegrain is swept 
together, sacked, carted home and emptied intoa 
bin. When any is needed fora meai the house 
wife takes a sufliciency, puts it into a wooden 
handmill of simple construction, rubs off the hulls 
in a few minutes, winnows it in a sieve, and soon 
has it cooking, 

The commissioner showed on the map a place 
where, for six miles, the chief crop of the ‘‘Cajuas’’ 
is gathered from the orange trees. In selling this 
crop asipgular custom prevails. When the trees 
are blooming, a buyer, the ‘‘diego”" (why so called 
bo one seems to know), appears among 
them. After a week of conference during 
which he and they hvve bad = re 
peated whittling matches, a bargain is struck for 
the searon’s crop, one halfis paid down in cash 
and security given for tbe balance, and then the 
‘‘Cajuns” epjoy their dolce far niente, with from 
$1500 to $2,000 in hand for every head of the 
family and as much more secured for the future. 
Basil, the blacksmith, did not err when he told 
— ofthe wealth ofthese teeming low- 

ands.

AT THE HEAD OFTHE CHARGE. 


The Reminiscence of a Brave Soldier From 
. Lowndes. 
From the Valdosta, Ga., Times. 

The death of Mre. Tempie Roberde, who 
bad lived a widow for twenty five years, calis 
to mind the sad fate of her husband who was 
the gallant adjutant of the 50th Georgia regi- 
ment, and something of his death may not be 
amiss here. A comrade of his—a young c4ap- 
tain who was quite intimate with Tommy 
Roberds—in a private letter to the editor of 
the Times, in reply to some inquiries, writes: 
“It is not easy to give particulars of eveats of 


22 years ago, but I will give all lI 
can recal about the death 
of  Tompy Roberds. Our brigide 


with three others, was marched during the 
latter part of the night to within two hundred 
yards or so of the Fort Loudon, at Knoxville, 
and there formed into line to await the dawn 
of day. Just as day began to break, after 
some preliminary firing ot sharpshooters into 
the embrasures of the fort to drive away the 
gunners the order was given to advance. This 
was attended with difficulty, as we had to 
aecend the hill on which the fort stood, en- 
countering obstacles at almost every step, 
such as abattis, or topsand branches of trees 
in rows and heaps, and telegraph wires 
stretched above the ground as nearly as high 
as the knees. Our progress was necessarily 
slow, and this gave the enemy time to recover 
from the suddenness of the attack. Once, in 
the advance, there was a slight wavering of 
the line for a moment, as the firing was now 


heavy, and some of the men began to 
lie down. Seeing this §§ General 
Bryan, our brigadier, cried out: 


‘‘Forward, foward, forward men! forward!” 
And adding some words of exhortation which 
I do not now remember. This was immedi- 
ate)y responded to, and the line went on and 
was s00n under the walls of the fort. I speak 
ofall this to introduce Tompy Roberds, for 
all of thoze who were quick torespond to the 
general's words, he attracted my attention 
the most, for he immediately rushed out in 
front of the line waving his sword, crying, 
“General, we will forward! Come on 
men!” This, asis usual in such cases had 
quite an inspiriting effect on those who saw 
it, and we immediately followed himin the 
rush upon the fort. This was the last 1 saw 
of Tompy Roberds. Just when the bu'let 
struck him, which caused him to lose his leg, 
and afterwards caused his death, 1 do not 
know, forinthe retreat from the fort—we 
failed to make an entrance—he, with the 
other wounded, wasleftin the hands of the 
exemy. About one month afterwards, when 
in Winter quarters at Russellville, Tenn., we 
heard of his death through some confederate 
surgeons returning into our lines. Tompy 
Roberds was very much missed in the regi- 
ment. He was universally liked on account 
of his genial, sociable disposition; and as to 
his efficiency as an officer, Captain Fahm of 
the Thomas county company voiced the gen- 
eral sentiment when he said, “the bettor ad- 
jutants than Tompy Roberds are all dead.” 
Often have I head him speak of the wife who 
has just now passed away, and of his little 
daughter then quite young. He longed to be at 
home with his family but this was not to be 
in his case a8 in many others. Mrs. Roberds 
was a very devoted wife and for years she re- 
tused to believe the evidences of the death of 
her husband. Long after the smoke of the 
battle—after the war had closed, and all those 
who had survived and returned to their homes 
and their loved ~ones, she clung to the hope 
that her husband still lived and that he 
would someday come home; and under this 
long and agonizing suspense her nervous sys- 
tem weakened and the foundation of her long 
illness was laid.

The amount of 
wheat on the ocean was reported 1,140,00 bushels 
less than last week, which gave a tone of firmness 
to the market early to-day, but offerings were large, 
and a strong selling movement was inaugurated 
before the day closed, carrying prices down 2c 
from last night’s closing. Selling became very 
general at one time, and the bears were encour- 
aged to put out some large short lines in anticipa- 
tion of still lowerprices. Buying was good all the 
way cown, however, and the closing was steady at 
nearly the full decline. The weather was fincand 
foreign advices unfayorable, which also had their 
effect upon values.

THE TEMPERANCS MEN CONFI- 
DENT OF CARRYING GEORGIA. 


Re ports cf a Growing Sentimentin Favor of Prohib- 
ition in s)] Parts of the State~—Resolutious 
askirg a General Locsel Option Law— 

Last Day of the State Convention. 


The state Temperance convention met at nine 
o'clock yesterday for ite second day’s session and 
was called to order by the president, Hon, C. R. 
Pringle. The proceedings were opened with 
prayer by Rev. J. B. McGehee, 

Letters regrettivg their inability to attend the 
convertion were read from J. H. Estill, Rev. G. A. 
Nunnally, J. M. Rice, G. W. Adams, 8. M. lnman, 


avd Walter Muse. ; 
The minutes of the previous day were read and 


approved. 
Mr &. 8. Ledbetter, of Polk, offered the follow- 


ing resolution: 

Eesolved, That the further call of the counties 
foraeports be ruspended, and that the convention 
proceed at once to the consideration of such busi- 
nes es may be brought before it. 

The cu‘pension of the further call for remarks 
from delegates from other counties not heard from 
yesterday was Ciscussed. The president stated 
thet the further call of counties was in order and 
thet he understood that the object in introducing 
the resolution was to get an important matter be- 
fose the convention, after which the call of coun- 
ties conid be resumed. After some further dis- 
cussion the question was called and the resolution 


wes adopted by a vote of 64 to 42. 

Rev. J.B. McGehee, of Effingham, offered the 
following, which was agreed to: 

Resolved, That we respectfully request our sen- 
ators and representatives in congress to vote for 
the resolution which will be introducedino that 
body to raise a commission of inquiry upon the 
subject of the liquor traffic and its results, and 
that our secretary furnish these gentlemen witha 
copy of this resolution. 

Professor H. A. Scomp, of Newton, stated that a 
simijar resolution had already been adopted by 
the Woman's Christian Temperance union of 
Georgia. , ’ 

The following resolution, offered by W. B. Hill, 
of Bibb, was adopted: 

Resolved, That this convention heartily indorses 
the appeal of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
uniou of Georgia to the general assembly to enact 
a jaw providing for scientific instruction concern- 
ing alcoholic drinks in the publie schools. ‘fhe 
fires of intemperance would soon die out if we 
could only save the children,’’ and every effort 
in the direction put forth by the noble women ot 
Georgia ceseryves the most earnest Co-operation 
oléevery true man. Carried, 

THE REGISTRATION LAW, 

A resolution relative to astate registration law 
was nexttaken up. It was as follows: 

Resolved, That this convention request the leg- 
isiature to adopta geners! registration law. 

Jhe subject of the adoption of a general regis- 
tration law as an aid to the cause of temperance 
was discussed. Several speeches were made favor- 
ing sucbalaw; other speeches were made oppos- 
ing it. Mr. J. H. Poihill said the question did not 
beiong to thisconvention; it should be left to the 
legislature without the adoption of any recom- 
mendation by the convention. That in some 
coui ties (notably Camdev) where the registration 
law was in operation the temperance peopie asked 
for iis :;epeal for the reasou that iis Ogpretion hin- 
dered the tem perance Cause. 

‘The subject was discussed at some length by 
Various members of the convention, and argu- 
Mevis pro and con were made. . 

Hen. Winder P. Johnson, of Jefferson county, 
Fon ef ex-Goyernor Herschel V. Johuson, spoke 
at tome jengthon thesubjectof the proposition 
Hotto lay on tae table, but to postpone action 
upon the resolution.
